News from the Old World. 

The tidings that have come to hand since our last issue are full of in- 
terest ; and we may not only rejoice with all lovers of peace and concord 
at the apparent smoothing away of some threatened difficulties in Earope 
—we may congratulate our fellow-countrymen on the distinguibed part 
played by Great Britain in their settlement. For we have no hesitation 
whatever in characterising as a mere sham and delusion the impudent and 
very general attempt to parade his Imperial Majesty of France as “ mas- 
ter of the situation” of Europe. The very reverse of this is the case. If 
the result of the second Conférences has been to enforce upon Russia am 
unpalatable interpretation of the Treaty of Peace, it has been broaght 
about in spite of the wishes and partial efforts of Louis Napoleon, and is 
almost exclusively owing to the determined attitude assumed by our Ca- 


On. biuet. Ifagain the Swirs have defeated the insolent attempt of the King 


of Pruss ia to ride rough-shod over them, it is in the very teeth of Louis 
Napoleon’s and res, and in no small degree owing to the 
moral weight of Great Britain being thrown into the opposite scale. 
We know very well! that at the eleventh hour, and with admirable grace, 
and the rare tact and sagacity that are habitual to hita, the French Em- 
peror withdrew his opposition and united his policy with ours. Nor is it. 
surprising that even in the face of all this, French journalistsshould claim 
for him the lion’s share in the arrangements that have been made. What 
more natural than that they should seek to indemnify themselves for 
their own diminished importance, by magnifying the glory and power of 
their Empire? We wonder not, for instance, to find M. Gaillardet, the 
acute and brilliant correspondent of our good neighbour, Le Courrier des- 
Etats Unis, on his return to Paris from a brief visit to New York, purchas- 
ing his way back to the graces of the powers that be, by once more espous- 
ing the Napoleonism to which he had been gradually giving the cold shoul- 
der, before his embarkation for this country. A few anti-American dia- 
tribes seem to have been fluag off on his again touching his native soil, to 
pave the way for his re-instatement ; and we now learn from him, in due 
course, that the Emperor is the moving spirit in all that happens for the 
best, and that the Imperial brain and stomach never were in better order. 
This universal French supremacy makes, we say, a very good story, coming 
from such a source ; but why it should be repeated by American journals, 
usually well-informed, is not quite so obvious, for we are loath to attribute 
it to that petty jealousy of everything English which was once in vogue, 
but is now rococo and in bad taste. Perhaps the cause is not worth 
enquiry. 

Now if we are driven for once to speak thus plainly, and to protest as 
it were against the arrogent assumption that Great Britain is in leading- 
strings, let us not be mistaken by Briton, or American, or Frenchman, as 
underrating the value of the eniente cordiale, existing between the pc opie, at 
least, of France and England. We look upon this good understanding as 
essential to the peace of Europe and to the welfare of either nation ; nor 
would we wilfully hen one syllable that might tend to bring it into die- 
repute. But at this distance from the great scenes of action, our re- 
spective journals—we mean the French and our owa—have no direct in- 
fluence upon the march of events. We can do little more than chronicle 
and study those that are passing ia the elder world, doing justice to the 
minds which regulate or iafluence them. In this spirit, then, we reiterate 
emphatically our belief that British power has never been more distinct 
ly and more worthily made evident, than it has been during there last 
few. weeks. 

The exact point to which the two above-named affairs had been brought 
down, at the latest date—which at the moment of writing is the evening 
of the 14th instant from Southampton—remains to be briefly set down. 
Briefly, then, the Paris Conference, at its second sitting on the 6th inst, 
brought its previously defined agreement to an official close. The eup- 
plementary treaty or clanse has not been published ; but it is generally 
known that Russia’s stealthy attempt on the town ef Bolgrad is defeaued, 
and that she receives a strip of valueless land as compensation, by way 
of salving her honour ; that the Isle of Serpents is also rescued from her 
grasp, and—in the not very grammatical, though official, language quoted 
—* goes with the Danube ;” and finally, that the Clack Sea is to be eva- 
cuated by the British squadron, and the Danubian Principalitice by the 
Austrian land forces, on or before the 30th of Mareb. 

With respect to the Prasso-Swiss dispute, it is now positively sia‘ed 
that the Swiss, who refused point-blank to release the Neuchatel prisoa- 
ers as a prelude te negociations with the King of Prussia, are now willing 
to take that step, on receiving the joint guarantee of England and France 
that the independence of the Canton shall be recognised by its quondam 
lord. This would be ensuring them a decided advantage, as well as sav- 
ing their point of honour, on which the quarrel has mainly terned. Oa 
the other hand, it is presumed that the foolish Sovereign will be com- 
pelled by the force of circumstances to submit to the double humiliation 
heaped upon him. He threw down the gauntlet of defiance ; and the 
Swiss took it up, without the smallest hesitation. He is now driven to 
shape his course according to the dictates of other powers. The stain, 
thrown upou the Kingdom of Prussia by its unwholesome neutrality 
during the Russian war, 1s scarecly wiped away by this bravado and 
backing-out. Lord Palmerston must bave had a vast deal of moral 
courage to aid in working out sach an issue, considering the relative 
position of the British and Prussian Courts ; and indeed it seems scarcely 
credible that Frederick William should quietly saccamb to it. 

Would that all the angry elements that are boding ill might be as 
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decisively quieted! But the world is in an omeasy state ; and one of 
the leading questioas of the moment, and ove that cannot be answered 
easily or satisfactorily, is this: Shall we, in this Persian war, meet Rus- 
sia again face to face? Mystery and ignorance, on the whole subject, seem 
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to prevail; nor is it easy to penetrate or enlighten. Whilst we hear 


‘© of warlike preparations, by the Czar’s active and intelligent reproses- 
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tatives, on the Caspian and along the frontier, we are left quite in the 
dark aa to the movements of our own Gulf Expedition, but leara sad- 
denly that the Circassians have once more assumed the offensive, and 
have attacked a large Russian corps at Bayuk (?), forcing them to re- 
treat, and capturing several of their guns. Then, again, whilst news 
reaches us that our Anglo-Indian force, under Brigadier-General Cham- 
verlayne, has almost reached Cabul on its way to a second siege of 
Herat, the London Times throws us all into confusion by doubting 
whether the Shah or the Czar, or Dost Mahommed, be really the par- 
ties ‘implicated in the struggle that has begun—going back to a long 
story about the Hon. Charles Augustus Murray and @ slightly im- 
proper Persian lady,: who contrived to set the Legation by the ears. 
The facts of the case, so far as known, appeared in our columns, if we 
remember rightly, several months ago. If they did not, it matters not. No 
official Blue Book has yet revealed the awful circumstances ; and Persian 
tales are so proverbially suspicious, that one cout not credit any 
jocal ramours. We have only to add that, as Mr. Murray is an especial 
pet at our own orderly and demure Coart, we are trustful that no mod- 
ern Helen has seduced him, and so brought on the siege of Herat. On 
tbe whole affair, whether concerning the Persian lady, the British ships, 
the Affghan light horsemen, the Russian artillery, or the mediation of 
Louis Napoleon—which latter is, of course, announced—information will 
be gratefully received. 

Accounts from Canton, dated November 24, state just as coolly that 
hostilities continue, as though a war against the Chinese had been regu- 
larly proclaimed. The only additional item is to the effect that the 
Amer.cans have become engaged on our side. It was about 
time; for Governor Yeh having offered a bounty for every British head 
brought to him, John Chinaman found it difficult to discriminate between 
the citizens of this Republic and the subjects of her most gracious Ma- 
jesty ; and, herrible dictu, paraded certain heads belonging to the former 
upon the city walls, minus the bodies thereunto pertaining. Farther 
than this we have but one fact to add ; and we mention it solely because 
it illustrates the new and sensible mode of transacting its business, 
adopted by our Foreign Office. The East India and China Association of 
Lendon having memorialised Lord Clarendon in reference to this trou- 
ble at Caton, his Lordship in reply invites their advice or suggestions 
touching any new Treaty that may be made. This is creditable 
to the Mingster ; it is creditable also to the merchantsconcerned, that 
they exprese themselves quite willing to see other nations admitted to 
such commercial privileges as they think can now be wrung out of Chi- 
nese exclus'veneas. 

Passing by many scraps of Continental news, that are gleaned indus_ 
triously by our daily contemporaries, we must yet notice two terrible 
events that have disturbed—and well they might—two European capi- 
tals. On the 3rd inst., a sacrilegious murder took place in Paris, which 
produced the most profound sensation. The Archbishop, Monseigneur 
Sibour, whilet performing a religious service in the church of St. Eti¢nne 
du Mont, was stabbed to the heart by a priest named Verger, in the pre- 
sence of a crowded congregation. Te expired almost on the spot, and the 
assaasin made no effort to escape. The latter had been interdicted for mis- 
conduct, and so far as the published accounts enable one to judge, he 
was moved to the commission of this awful crime partly by a fecling of re- 
venge, and partly by priestly irritation against the upholders of the doc- 
trine of the Immaculate Conception, which he himself ad conspicuously 
denounced, and which his victim advocated. The late Prelate was, 
or had been a Republican in politics, having been nominated to 
the see by General Cavaignac in 1848. It may be remembered 
that his predecessor, Monsignor Affre, was shot dead on one of 
the barricades, in Jane of that year, whilst endeavouring to stay the 
popular tumult. 

The other catastrophe, to which we would make a moment’s reference, 
ought to have been included in our last week’s summary. We allude to 
the blowing-up of a Neapolitan steam frigate, in the roadstead of Naples, 
and beneath the windows of the Royal Palace. We now observe that the 
only survivors—about twenty-five in number—were saved by the boats of 
H. B. M. steam-cloop Malacca, 17, Captain Farquhar, which were imme- 
diately lowered and rowed to the spot. In spite of this, it is said that 
the accident is attributed to our countrymen, and by people whose sta- 
tion should be a guarantee against such absurdity and igncrance. The 
King showed no alarm, although between three and four thousand panes 
of bis royal glass were shattered by the concussion. 

The arrival of the Arabic at Halifax, with three days’ later inteliigence 
from Liverpool, dees not call for any variation or postscript. 

Lerd Napier’s American Mission: Affairs at Home. 

The appointment of Lord Napier to represent Queen Victoria at Wash- 
ington has received much attention from the British press, which is 
tolerably ananimons in its views: The journalists approve and applaud 
the restoration of official intercourse, inasmuch as it may tend 
to the existing cordial relations ; but they have not the same 
congratulations to offer on the choice of person that has been made. On 
the first point we entirely agree with them ; though it is not a little 
curious—and may be noted by those who thonght the world was coming 
to an end when Mr. Crampton was dismissed—that a most delicate and 
difficult treaty hag been agreed upon, aad anwoated displays of interna- 
tional good feeling have taken place, during the interregnum that has 
prevailed. As to Lord Napier’s qualifications for the post, it seems to 
us that our contemporaries, in a sudden fit of enthusiasm for straight- 
forward dealing, assume more than they are warranted to assume. 


They take it for gramted that his Lerdship’s diplomatic education andj 


training must of necessity be a drawback to his succcss. Perhaps they 
would have such a plain-spoken personage as the present Sir Robert 
Peel, whose latest escapade is detailed on another page, and who certainly 
exhibits as little delicacy, finesse, or cireumlocution, as any man that 
ever figured im public life. But does it follow that, because it would 
be impossible for a simple-minded individual to fight a host of intellectu- 
al sharpers with their own weapons—does it follow we say, that a man 
versed in the arts and trickerics of a profession must needs have recourse 
to them? We think not, and may cite a memorable instance to the con- 
trary which has not yet escaped the world’s recollection. There was at 
St. Petersburg, before the late war broke out, a certain Sir Hamilton Sey- 
mour, whose direct grappling with a potent, acute, and unscrupulous 
monarch earned him deservedly no littlefame. Now who was this honest 
and able Englishman? Was he brought up in a blunt school? Quite 
otherwise. The odour of diplomacy was in his costrils from early youth. 
From 1817 to 1854, a period of nearly forty years, he was learning or prac- 
tising at half the coarts in Europe those accomplishments, at which just now 
w- are all turning up our noses. And as,in an exteme need,Englishman-like 
he spoke out his country’s language, co have we a right to expect that 
Lord Napier will not be found wanting.— We should occupy more space 
than we can convenient!y spare, if we were now to go into a delicate in- 
vestigatioa as to the morality of the poiitical atmosphere of Washington. 
Perbaps rome of our readers are better informed than ourselves, whether 
there be, after all, a superabundance there of candour and directness of 
icati ether, in short, the spirit of intrigue be entirely 
banished from the District of Columbia. 
Beyond an increasing anti-income-tax agitation, and the sort of mur- 
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mur that precedes a General Election, even as mysterious sounds foretell 
&@ coming storm at sea, there is not much in the register of domestic 
events that claims comment in our “ abstract and brief chronicles of the 
time.”"—Frauds, commercial and otherwise, still surprise and vex com- 
munities wherein an expensive mode of life is fast becoming 
imperative—The wisdom of the realm is adrift on the sore sub- 
ject of the treatment of criminals; whilst criminals are industri- 
ously availing themselves of the sympathies wasted upon them.— 
Mr. Shaw Lefevre, the eflicient Speaker of the House of Commons, will 
retire upon a Peerage and a pension, when the present Parlia- 
ment is dissolved.—A silly fuss is said to have been made in London con- 
cerning the exclusive privileges given by the Atlantic Telegraph Compa- 
ny to the British government, on whose territory is placed the Company’s 
Alpha and Omega. We had an inkling of this absurdity among the 
Senatorial Anglo-phobists at Washington, who thought it hard that 
there should be a more direct communication between the head and 
heart of our Empire and certain of its distant members, than between 
this Republic and its representatives or allies abroad. We say this, not 
knowing precisely the nature of this London-American complaint, but 
having read of “a very strong feeling.” If the remark apply to the 
appropriation of shares, it is altogether beyond our province ; if it be a 
second edition of General Cass’s protest, it is nonsense.

War still rages in Central America, and voluminous accounts of all 
that happens, and of much that docsn’t happen, continue to flood the 
daily papers, We can but tread upon the stepping-stones of the leading 
events, as we try to force our way through the stream. It is to be regretted 
however that the leading events are scarce—scarce at least at the scene 
of action, though prolific of paragraphs and leading articles. So far as 
we can make out the position of affairs, the Costa Ricans, holding sun- 
dry forts on the San Juan river, and masters of the steamers, still close 
General Walker’s communications with Grey Town. In the neighbour- 
hood of that settlement—namely at Punta Arenas—Colonel Lockridge 
is organising a force for dislodging them, though at the same time we 
learn that this officer’s men are making strenuous efforts to desert him, 


and that some have actually returned to New Orleans, The Captains of 


tke British shipe-of-war at Grey Town appear te have acted with singu- 
lar discretion, impartiality, and humanity to all parties, though it 
would be strange and very uncousinly, if their eympathies were not 
against the great fillibuster who has avowedly repudiated his own coun- 
try. To the attributes of a pirate, Walker has added those of a traitor. 
No friend to the United States therefore can act or take part with him ; 
and it seems to us nothing short of infatuation, that furnishes him with 
backers, or supplies him with more victims to his rathless ambition. Such 
however are to be found. Reckless political traders, and debauched men 
about town, still figure in his favour. Some go hence to Nicaragua, and 
disappear. The more cunning remain, and make a trade of the delusion, 

The proceedings of the week bave here been varied by the arrest of the 
ex-Consular Agent of the U. S., Mr. Fabens, of bombarding notoriety. He 


was about to proceed to Nicaragua, the other day, with a steamer full of 


doomed adventurers. The U. 8. District Attorney however pounced 
upon him and three or four more violators of the Neutrality Laws, and 
the result is awaited with some curiosity. ‘The soi-disant emigrante go in 
herds, unmolested ; but the action of the authorities on this and similar 
occasions has always passed our comprehension. 

The published details confirm our impression that General Henningsen 
is an able soldier, worth a dozen Walkers ; also, that the Coste-Ricans 


manifested no little pluck in their late proceedings. We write this brief 


memorandum, because we do not like to leave the subject quite untouch- 
ed ; but the full history of Central American skirmishes, and the true his- 
tory of New York equabbles between contestants for a Californian route, 
would not suit our columns.

The eow-storm which came up so unexpectedly on the evening of Madame 
Wilhorst’s début at the Academy of Music, was not so unpropitious as it was un- 
expected, for it simply served to give that lady a stronger assurance of the 
interest taken in her success by the public of her native city. Rarely has a larger 
or a more brilliant audience been assembled, (we did not observe what a phrase 
“ de rigueur” we were using till we had penned it, so strictly trae was it of this 
occasion) in New York than the array which greeted the eyes of the fair young 
débutante of Wednesday night, when for the first time she faced the footlights,. 
and “ the terrible army of faces.” If for a little while her dramatic verve was 
chilled, and her voice made tremulous by the shock of the encounter, these effects 
of the traditional “‘ stage fright” speedily began to vanish in an atmosphere of 
sympathetic good will, and before the developing consciousness of power in the 
singer herself. From the trial of the first scene, Madame de Wilhorst emerged 
with the dawning light of success upon her face, and its vigour in her voice. 

We had anticipated that this voice, which{ had pleased us in the » 
by its freshness and delicacy, might be lost in the vastness of the of 
the Academy—Not at all! Like the perfume of some Eastern flowers, the ex- 
quisite resonance of this admirable soprano diffuses itself though the atmosphere 
80 perfectly, that it fills the more extended as easily as the more restricted space. 
And Madame de Wilhorst met all the requisitions of the salle of Irving Place, with 
no greater show of effort and no more apparent resulte of exhaustion than she 
had exhibited at Niblo’s Saloon. “ 

Nor were the excellencies of her method in the least degree falsified or im- 
paired. She executed the most trying passages of her trying ro/e with as moch 
certainty, and justice, and facility, as if she were standing at the piano in the 
midst of a circle of friends. : 

This we had perhaps expected, for we had the fullest confidence in the musi- 
cal training, the musical intelligence, and the aplomb of the débutante. We had 
rather feared for her a positive deficiency of dramatic feeling and of lyric pas- 
sion.
